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Segregation At An End? 


Every so often in a democracy there arises an issue 
about which each of its citizens should ask himself, “Where 


do I stand in this?” Recently there has arisen such an issue, 


By a ruling the Supreme court has ended racial segregation 
in the public schools. Ordinarily this should be a step for- 


ward. Certain communities have taken two steps backward. 

The opening of the school year in these communities 
was marked by riots and demonstrations. The situation is 
deliberately being made more dangerous by the formation 
of a dubious organization called the National Association 
for the Advancement of White People. It has even gone so 
far as to whip up hatred where none was evident. 

This is a problem which affects us in two ways: 
Americans and as students, It is easy to see why, as Ameri- 
cans, we are affected. But as students we are even nearer 
the issue. The public schools are the battleground on which 
ignorance is waging its fight. The school system is the great 
educator of America: by rights it ought to teach equality. 

Physically this campus is far removed from the scenes 
of trouble. But in spirit it can be no farther than next door. 
John Donne said, “No man is an island but a part of the 
main.” And so it is with us. As students we are affected in 
some measure by the actions of other students. It is not 
unreasonable to wonder if some people aren’t asking them- 
selves, “Are these the citizens who will be the government 
of tomorrow?” What is the answer we will give? What is 
motivating the students in the South and East motivates us 
here.
